\ HERE is this vaunted Fascism 
before which Baldwin and 
Chamberlain retreated?

Where is the vaunted Italian 
air fleet? Bombed into pieces in 
S.di-Barrani, Bardia and Tobruk, 
invisible over the Mediterranean, 
able only to bomb defenceless 
Greek towns. 

Where is the Italian Army? 
Still running from the Greeks, still 
surrendering by the thousand to 
our Commonwealth troops in 
Libya. 

If you were walking across the 
desert there, and you saw some 
scared men, their whiskers full cf 
sand, trying to look like Margate, 
they would probably be the 
Fascist generals who deserted 
their men 

“Electric whiskers,” the igh- 
and-mighty Bergonzoli, the cheese 
decorated by Mussolini after the 
ill-armed Spaniards made him 
run at Guadalajara, seems to have 
been the first to rat. 

And where are Mussolini’s war- 
ships? They never take the 
offensive, perhaps because they 
can be sufficiently offensive even 
in harbour. They don’t call the 
Mediterranean “Our Sea” now, 
but say: “ Have it. It’s yours.” 

Now, this is the mighty Fascism 
which we allowed to machine-gun 
women and children in Spain, 
refusing to believe it, officially 
until the Nazis did it over Britain.

Even the humble bicycle has

tank, a member of the Institute 
of Mechanical Engineering, ‘€x- 
light-heavy-weight champion of 
the Army, rugger player and born 
mechanic, this dark-haired, sharp- 
eyed, square-jawed young general, 
who joined the Tank Corps in 
1915. is a mechanical genius with 
great personal courage.

If we want to know how much 
our tanks have improved in 
quality and quantity we must 
look to Libya, where tanks played 
the most prominent role in smash- 
ing through Graziani’s lines. 

Even Graziani confesses that 
the size and armour of British 
tanks took him by surprise 

He was, of course, fully in- 
formed by German colleagues of 
the type of material we were 
using in France. 

I could take you to places in 
Britain where there are acres 
covered with tanks and mechani- 
cal equipment of all sorts.

The grinding roar of the engine 
is suddenly outdone by the ear- 
splitting bark of the Besa 
machine-guns, while the anti-tank 
two-pounder, surely the noisiest 
gun in the British Army, also 
springs to life. 

That any man is able to collect 
his thoughts, read maps, direct 
other tanks and co-operate with 
aircraft overhead seems a thing 
beyond human ingenuity. But it 
is being done hundreds of times 
every day in the Armoured 
Division. 

I have yet to meet the tank 
man who is not happy and keen 
on his job. The only grievance I 
heard was that of the perspiring 
tank gunner, who, removing his 
beret after being cooped up for 
some hours, asked me to put in a 
wora about proficiency pay for 
tank gunners. 


Satisfaction 


Tank drivers and wireless 
operators, he told me, get pro- 
ficiency pay on passing their very 
hard tests; but the gunner, whose 
job, sighting a gun in & wobbling 
steel platform, is just as difficult, 
and who is, moreover,.the first 
target for an enemy gunner, gets 
no extra pay. 

Nor do the gunners get any 
special badge. They deserve one 

But, in the opinion of the in- 
fantryman, it is still the foot- 
slogger who is going to do all the 
real fighting. 

“Don’t talk to me about old sol- 
diers," says a young but very cock- 
sure recruit from Somerset at an 
Army canteen. “If they had had 
to march half the distances we 
cover in twice the time they would 
have dropped down in their 
tracks.”

Map reading, an unknown art 
to their predecessors, is one of 
their specialities. It is no exag- 
geration to say that the lance- 
corporal of today is a better edu- 
cated soldier than the officer of 
the Great War generation. 

In the opinion of many “ higher- 
ups,” the lance-corporal is the 
most important individual today. 

Typical of the mobility of the 
new British Army: On recent 
manceuvres 40,000 men covered 60 
miles on a 40-miles-long front in 
a night. The long columns of 
tanks and transport moved end- 
lessly through country lanes and 
over fields and copses with no 
more than pinpricks of light to 
guide them. 

When day broke, “enemy” 
spotters, flying to sight this rmy, 
could perceive nothing from the 
air. The whole army, with equip- 
ment, had been dispersed and 
camouflaged. No wonder the 
High Command was satisfied 
with the manceuvres! 

You will be surprised, too, at 
the advance in gunnery. Much 
practice against hostile aincraft 
has made our 


at four miles range. 


Co-ordination 


It sounds boastful, but. gunnery 
officers do not discount the claim, 
A house, after all, is a stationary 
object, much larger than an 
enemy plane flying at 300 miles 
an hour in the darkness. 

Speed and more speed is the 
idea in Britain’s new Army as it 
is with our fighters and bombers. 

Imagine future operations as 
they are conceived by our High 
Command. A landing is made in 
enemy occupied territory. In- 
fantry in motor-cycles and troop 
carriers rush forward to clean up 
the nests of anti-tank guns. 

Motor-cycle reconnaissance bat- 
talions dart forward along main 
and side roads to spy for the 
main bodies of the enemy. 


The machine - gun battalions 
with their range finders and direc- 
tors, which make them a sort of 
miniature artillery, take up cover- 
ing positions. 

Then come the light, medium 
and heavy tanks with infantry 
support, to be directed against 
those enemy positions which defy 
the forward troops. 

Meantime, overhead, Army re- 
connaissance planes and dive- 
bombers act in close concert with 
the reconnaissance battalions and 
tank brigades. 

Yes; we have Jearned a thing or 
two in Flanders, and there are 
several surprises for the Germans 
in store. Radio-telephony, lack of 
training in which played such a 
large role in the defeat of the 
French armies, has been developed 
to a fine art in the new British 
Army. 

The Royal Corps of Signals has 
a new mechanical cable-layer 
known as the “ Spewer,” which 
can lay a roadside cable at a 
tremendous rate. 

A following party ties up the 
cable—if necessary—to telegraph 
posts. 

The Bren gun, as improved, has 
a higher rate of fire than any 
other light machine-gun in the 
world. In fact, some officers 
maintain, the gun is “too accu- 
rate,” because its rate of fire is 
such that three or four bullets 
fired in a burst go through the 
same hole. 

As for our new 25-pounder gun, 
the RA madly enthusiastic 
about its fire and penetrating 
power. There is no tank in exist- 
ence which could withstand its 
armour-piercing shells
